deniern will be reduced to bankruptcy 
nnd cotlSer|tiènl misery. . 

Un fort unntely countries cfinnol ward 
off siieii catastrophes, While we look 
willi sorrow on Hie plight of those af- 

Hli-led by Ihe fît. LotllS PyClOh*, we 
lilivn n feeling of relief when we renl- 
Ize I ha I slnre records were kepi, f'nn- 
ndn has never been ravaged by the 
forces of Nature lo nny grenl exl»nl. 

In Canada we have some heavy 
thunderstorms, which sometimes tnke 
one or two lives, nnd bum some build- 
ings, but otherwise we se»m to live In 
i favoured land. We have done up to 
the present. 

A Jolt like (hat might take some of 
the fenr out '•( ns. Not so very long 
ngo. we hn.i nn earthquake, during 
which crockery fell down off the eup- 
bnnrds In some plai es. If we remember 
rightly, Ihe sheets were filled with 
frightened people after the first trem- 
or. It gnve us all a weird shock, be- 
cntiBO It was » strange event. The 
newspapers treated It as a sensation 
t>f the year, nnd devoted columns of 
Ihe front page and pages of the Inside 
section lo graphic accounts of the 
tearful damage done to lamp globes 
nnd tea pots. 

In Japnn a similar tremor would 
excite no morn anxiety than a rain- 
storm here. For In that Oriental coun- 
try, earthquakes that would knock 
down some ot our top-heavy Eastern 
houses, are about as common as our 
thnuderstorms, and they kill about as 
many people. Ot course, once in a 
while, .Japan suffers from earthquake 
disasters lhat make the St. Louis cy- 
clone appear like a mild snow flurry. 

We are led to believe that the cli- 
mate ot the United States, in the 
more-populated districts is very 
pleasing. In the northern districts, 
they have a temperature something 
like ours, nnd a warmer country to go 
to during tho winter months. But cy- 
clones and other disturbance are by 
no menus uncommon, 

In India the heat Is blistering and 
the rainy season unhealthy, in China 
many ot tho people live in terror of 
liver floods, In Slerla, the weather is 
too cold for words, in South Africa, It 
Is too hot for words; and there are 
plenty of menacing volcanoes in South 
America nnd other places. But Can- 
ada has io far escaped any serious 
climatic conditions, and, what is more, 
lier climate is ltu-gcly responsitbe for 
her hardy people. 

The Canadian climate' Is an invig- 
orating one. in the more northern dis- 
tricts It makes Ihe hardy man hardier 
nnd the weak man weaker. There are 
other places Unit are unexcelled as 
health resorts. We have the temperate 
moist climate of the British isles In 
licit Ish Columbia, the unique cold but 
clear climate of the prairie, ideal for
